REMARKS 



A. Status of the Claims 

By the present amendment claim 159 has been canceled. All other pending claims, 
i.e., claims 148, 149, 152-158, and 160-170 have been allowed. 

B, Rejections under 35 U.S.C. $ 103 

Claim 159 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable 
over International Patent Application No. WO 99/16136 to Mills et al in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,045,240 to Hochstein. 

While the Applicants respectfully disagree that claim 159 is unpatentable over Mills 
in view of Hochstein, in the interests of advancing the process of prosecution of the current 
application, claim 159 has been canceled without prejudice. 

Accordingly, the rejection has become moot. Withdrawal of the rejection and 
reconsideration are respectfully requested.
